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EED to find something published 

earlier this year in TEXTILE CHEM- 
IST AND COLORIST? This index can help 
you locate it quickly either by author 
or by subject matter. 

For example, if you know that the 
article was written by Wright, a check 
of the INDEX OF AUTHORS shows W. D. 
Wright as the author of Title 1. The 
INDEX OF TITLES, in turn, identifies 
Title 1 as “A Tool for Assessing 
Barré,” and shows that it was pub- 
lished 1-17/1 (1=the January issue; 
17=the page number in the January 
issue; and the 1 following the virgule 
(/) the continuous pagination for 
calendar year 1975). 

If you don’t know who wrote the 
article, you can still locate it easily by 
using the Key TerM INDEX. You 
know, for example, that the article 
has to do with barré. A check of barré 
in the KEY TERM INDEX shows that 
Title 1 is the article you’re looking 
for. 

To make it even easier to locate, 
Title 1 also carries other key terms— 
i.e., Hatra barriness scale, quality con- 
trol, test methods. A cross-check be- 
tween broader, more general key terms 
(quality control, test methods) and 
more specific key terms (barré, Hatra 
barriness scale) will narrow the search 
considerably. 

For example, the key term quality 
control might offer the titles of a dozen 
articles; test methods might cite a 
half dozen titles; barré might reduce it 
to two or three titles. You then look 
for the only article common to all three 
terms: 

Barré 1,9,23 

Quality Control . 1,4,11,17,26,34 

Test Methods ..... 1,6,14,37,59 

Since Title 1 is the only article com- 
mon to all three terms, it will provide 
the information you are seeking.
